the death of seven persons and wound- 
ed thirty-nthe. 
At the time the depot platform was 
filled with persons awaiting the south- 
bound passenger. Local freight No. 511 
stopped to unload freight, the car con- 
taining Windsor consignments being 
stopped at the south end of the depot. 
Conductor Heishberger opened. the 
door of the car when Frank Yake, the 
Katy station agent, and James McCabe, 
a brakeman, entered to unioad the 
freight, They had just begun assort- 
ing the packages when the explosion 
occurred. 
The men were biown into fragments, 
the car was shattered and set on fire. 
Three near-by cabs were overturned 
and wrecked and the harness ripped 
of of ome team of horses. 
EXPLOSION CAUSES PANIC. 
The station was partiaNy wrecked 
and the crowd of waiting passengers 
were thrown to the ground, flying tim- 
bers injuring many of them. 
The roar of the explosion caused a 
panic in the town and within ten min- 
utes the population of the place was 
fWR.the scene.

Both men within the car 
were killed outright and Conductor 
Heishberger’s attention was diverted 
from the car just at the moment of 
thé explosion. His theory is that Agent 
Yake, ignorant of the contents of the 
box containing dynamite, threw it 
carelessiy out of his way, causing it 
to explode.

HOT BATH TUB. 


VOLCANO OF KILAUEA PRESENTS 
AWESOME SIGHT. 


Slight Earthquake in Hawaii Fol- 
lowed by Wonderful Phenomenon, 
and Peeling Off in Great Masses of 
Walls of Crater—Molten Lave 
Supposed to Have Escaped Into Sea. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


HONOLULU, Sept. 9, via San Fran- 
cisco, Sept. 15.—Last Friday night, Sep- 
tember 4, a slight earthquake was feit 
on the island of Hawaii, and at mid- 
night the molten lava in the pit of the 
volcano of Kilauea suddenly ceased 
rising, and immediately began to run 
out below, the surface looking like the 
water in a bath tub from which the 
plug had been pulled. 

The molten lava ran rapidly away, 
lowering the level instantly and con- 
tinuously until by Saturday morning, 
or in something lIike seven or eight 
hours, the 90 feet depth of lava tn the 
pit had all run out, and except for the 
cooling sides of the pit there was no 
fire seen or heat felt. 

As the lava lowered fn the pit the 

walls peeled off In great masses, drop- 
ping into the molten lava below them. 
The few who were fortunate enough to 
see this wonderful phenomenon describe 
it as most awe-inspiring. 
The lava in the pit, then about 900 or 
1000 feet deep, began to rise nearly 
three years ago, and had been rising 
gradually since, until it was within 
— & hundred feet of the top of the 
pit. 


It is supposed that the earthquake 
opened some fissure below by which the 
lava flowed out, perhaps under the 
sea. 

Saturday night there was another 
slight earthquake felt, and at midnight 
Saturday it was observed that activity 
in the pit had begun again, molten 
lava being thrown up in fountains more 
than a hundred feet, and at latest ac- 
counts the lava had again risen four 
hundred feet in the pit.

CINCINNATI (0.) Sept. 15.—Candi- 
date William H. Taft today declined 
to go farther with Mr. Bryan in a 
newspaper controversy over the iseues 
of the campaign. 

“There is nothjng in Mr. Bryan's 
statement of today, which seems to re- 
quire an answer. Should it appear so. 
later, I will take up the subject in my 
public speeches.”

This, the fifty-first anniversary of 
Mr. Taft's birth, proved to be the 
busiest day he has had since his ar- 
rival here a week ago. He delivered an 
address tonight to an audience of min- 
isters composing the Ohio conference 
of the African Methodist Episcopal 
Church, the first speech of his cam- 
paign to negroes. The address was not 

tical, but gave a ‘clear outline of 
sympathetic understanding and 
feeling entertained for the struggles 
of the race possessed by the candidate. 

“A sympathy,” he said, “which I have 
had from the time I was a sma!! boy, 
for 1 inherited it from my father, Al- 
phonse Taft, than whom the colored 
race never had a better friend.” 

RACE PREJUDICE CONDEMNED. 

Mr. Taft strongly condemned race 
prejudice. and mob violence, and said: 

“The best remedy, and the necessary 
one, is an improvement in the admin- 
istration of our criminal laws and the 
holding to strict account the officers 
of the law who do not use all possible 
means to prevent and suppress such 
outbreaks.”’

OUT OF TIBET. 


Intrepid Explorer Ends Long 
and Perilous Trip. 


Reaches Simla After Two 
Years’ Journeying. 


Makes Valuable Discoveries 
Among Asiatics. 


(RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


SIMLA, Sept. 15.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Dr. Sven Hedin, the Swedish 
explorer, arrived here today after one 
of the most remarkable trips ever ac- 
complished. ‘He has spent the last 
two years journeying Chinese 
Turkestan through Tibet, and many 
times his friends have felt the great- 
est anxiety regarding his welfare. 

Extremely hazardous as the trip 
was the explorer hes ewffered no ill 
effects and is enthysiastic over his 
trip. He will be the guest of Lord 
Minto, vicexoy of India, for ten days 
when he will start for hie home In 
Stockholm. He lookg thin and weath- 
erbeaten, but says he never felt bet- 
ter in his life. He did not suffer a 
day's illneas during hig two years’ 
travels and had no occasion to use 
medicine. 

HITHERTO UNKNOWN LAND.

the province of P . Dr, Sven Hedin 
said that he made valuable discoveries 
but that there still was ample room in 
Tibet for future explorers. He said: 
“The country between the Nangtsze- 


{tso and the Brahmaputra is one of the 


most interesting portions of Tibet. The 
plateau stretching to the south, hith- 
erto unknown, is one of the highest 
on the earth. The watershed between 
the Nangtse-tso and the Brahma- 
putra situated further north than 
has been believed, and the country 
consists of the most complicated laby- 
rinth of ranges and ramifications of 
rivers. Big rivers flow from this dis- 
trict to Brahmaputra. At Shigatse 
there are great villages with temples 
and gardens low down on the north 
side of the river.” 

MOST HOLY PART OF JAMPA. 

From Stanagbo the explorer travele1 
by boat. Theiriver was full of float- 
‘ing ice, and there was ai constant 
stream of boats with pilgrims on their 
way to the New Year festivals at 
Tashi Lumpo. Dr. Sven Hedin met 
with a very hearty welcome. The 
Tashi Lama, who was there, over- 
whelmed him with kindness, giving 
him presents of caravans and provi- 
sions and allowing him to sketch and 
photograph everywhere. 

He describes the Tashi Lama ds a 
most wonderful and sympathetic man. 
Dr. Sven Hedin had a \long interview 
lasting several hours with him 4t Lab- 
rang, the most holy part of the Jam- 
pa. The explorer was 2t the time of 
writing once more setting out for un- 
known regions. 

Th interdiction explora 
tion in Tibet led the famous Swedish 
traveler to enter the country by way 
of Chinese territory. Between Chi- 
nese Turkestan and Tibet he traveled 
$40 miles in unexplored country, all 
of which was mapped, points being 
fixed astronomically and panoramas 


drawn. 
‘ GREAT PRIVATION. 

A meteorological journal was care- 
fully kept, and many photographs 
were taken. A comprehensive eo- 
graphical account of the whole jorrney 
was drawn up, and over 200 speci- 
mens of rocks in connection with geo- 
logical profiles were secured. 

Before the expedition met the first 


Tibetans at Bog-chang Taangpo it was 


suffering from greet privation. It had 
not seen a human foctprint for 83 
days, and the caravan, which Oad con- 
sisted at the start of 122 ponies and 
mules, had so dwindled down that the 
23 Ladakhi servants with the party 
had to carry a good deal of the bag- 
sage. 

When the caravan reached’ the 
Nangtse-tso only eizht hontes and one 
mule were left, but fortunately Dr. 
Sven Hedin was able to buy 22 good 
yaks from the Tibetans. Pr. Sven 
Hedin was received very favorably 
by the Tibetan officials, and curiously 
enough, one of the first he met was 
the man who refused him access in 
1901. The explorer, his two assistants 
and the Ladakhis ali enjoyed rood 
health in spite of the intense cold and 
privations they endured, and no lives 
were lost.

PRIVATE SALE 
ONDEMNED. 


Advisory Committee Wants 
It Wiped Out. 


But “Solid Three” Intends to 
“Stand Pat.” 


Report Will Be Made Today 
to Supervisors. 


The report of the Advisory Commit- 
tee, to which was referred the secret 
private sale of $3,500,000 good roads 
bonds by the Board of Supervisors, as 
represented by the “Solid Three,” will 
be presented at an open meeting of 
the committee at 9:30 o'clock this 
morning in the Chamber of Commerce, 
and upon adoption will be sent to the 
Board of Supervisors. 

The report, which has already been 
approved unanimously by its members, 
advises the Supervisors to annul] the 
rank deal and start fresh, and in the 
way which has always been customary 
with the board in such matters, name- 
ly, to advertise the bonds for sale. 
But the committeemen have little hope 
that the Supervisors will accept their 
recommendation. 

The “Solid Three,” it is understood, 
intends to stand pat. 

The Advisory Committee in its in- 
vestigation of the sale of the $3,500,000 
worth of bonds did not enter into the 

uestion of the advisability of the deal 

m @ financial standpoint, or as to 
whether the contract was a fair one, 
but Into the more important matters 
of precedent and right. 

But in spite of the findings upon 
these points, members of the commit- 
tee have been assured that the “Solid 
Three” will not yield. 

In its report the committee reviews 
in detail the method and actions of 
the Supervisors in negotiating the pri- 
vate sale; it deprecates the secret 
manner in which the sale was put 
through—how up to the last moment 
the “Solid Three” kept the other two 
members of the board in the dark— 
and points out the danger in such 
methods of doing business for the 
county.

PROMINENT PIONEER DIES IN 
* “NORTH SUDDENLY. 


Promoter of Railroad from New 
York to Paris Victim of Heart Die- 
ease—For Years Manager of Alas- 
kan Transportation Company—Well 
Known in Los Angeles. 


Capt. John J. Healy died suddenly 
of heart disease in San Francisco Mon- 
day evening. He was well known in 
Los Angeles and had passed several 
months of each year for the past ten 
at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
L. H. Herron, No. 376 Bonnie Brae 
street. The captain was ploneer 
who came to the Coast long before 
railroads were extended to the Pacific. 
He was in Alaska at the time of the 
first gold rush and in 1882 formed the 
North American Transportation and 
Trading Company of Yukon and Alas- 
ka, and tor a number of years 
it. 

Recently he had béen promoting «a 
railroad to run across Siberia and 
Alaska, with termini at New York and 
Paris, Less than two years ago he was 
in charge of the engineering party 
which did the first surveying for the 
route through Alaska. 

Funeral arrangements have not 
been completed, but the body will 
probably be buried in San Francisco. 

Capt. Healy was the discoverer of 
the Salmon View placer mines in Idaho 
and from there went to Montana, 
where he was engaged in the fur trade. 
He was three times elected Sheriff of 
Chonteau county and proved a very 
efficient officer in times when steady 
nerves and accurate shooting were es- 
sential. 

While trading in Alaska he made @ 
fortune for himself and his partners. 
He was firmly convinced of the future 
of the Northwest, and believed that 
its possibilities are as yet little under- 
stood. He was also much interested in 
Siberia, and was of the opinion that 
the time would come when all the beef 
consumed in America would be raised 
in that country. 

The captain probably knew more 
about the Blackfoot Indians than any 
other man in the United States. The 
red men at first hated him bitterly, 


| but later fairly worshiped him. Had it 


not been for his counsel on several oc- 
casions they would have massacred 
the few traders and troops in the up- 
Bak country. His success in 
preserving péace in the early days was 
recognised in Washington, and it is 
safe to say that there is not a retired 
who will not feel sincere regret at 
passing.

HELD FOR MURDER, 

RANCH HAND COMMITTED. 
George Obradovitch was held to an- 
swer to the Superior Court and com- 
mitted to the County Jai) without bail 
by Justice Pierce, y, after his 
examination on a charge of having 
murdered Lee Forbes, a fellow ranch 
hand, by shooting him through the 
right lung at Dernott’s ranch, near 
San Fernando, on<August 22. Forbes 
died at the County Hospital eight days 
later. 

E. Dernott and Joseph Garcia, wit- 
nesses of the shooting, stated that 
Forbes and Obradovitch had been 
working on a separator since 7 o'clock 
in the morning, and that about 9% 
o'clock. as Forbes was on the upper 
part of the machine, Obradovitch shot 
him with a thirty-two-caliber revolver, 
without warning, and then ran away. 

Forbes, in an ante-mortem state- 
mnet, said that on August 21 he and 
Obradovitch were wrestling, and the 
latter was thrown. That afternoon, 
Forbes saw Obradovitch and another 
man scuffling in the dog house, near 
the separator, and as he passed over 
them he dropped off on them. Obra- 
dovitch got angry, Forbes dropped 
some more oll on him, and Obrado- 
vitch kicked him in the stomach with 
both feet. In the scuffle that followed, 
Forbes sald he accidentally hit Obra- 
dovitch on the head with the of! can. 
Later he apologized, and Obradovitch 
said, “It’s all right. I will see you.” 

The statement continues: 

“The next morning he never sald & 
word. Just waited for me—walted his 
chance, and deliberately shot me. I

shot me. T was not looking at him.

GAS VS. OIL. 

The trial of six suits involving $36,817, 
which the Los Angeles Gas and Flec- 
tric Company seeks to recover from 
the Amalgamated Oil Company for al- 
leged breach of a contract, was begun 
before Judge Wilbur yesterday, and 
will probably occupy the remainder of 
the week. In all, sixteen suits, involv- 
ing over $100,000, have been filed by 
the plaintiff, but the legal points in- 
volved in all are essentially the same. 

The plaintiff asserts that on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1906, it made a contract with 
the Associated by which, until De- 
cember 31, 1910, that concern was to 
supply al) its Los Angeles plants with 
such crude oll at 45 cents a barrel as 
might be needed in excess of the 
amount supplied by the Union Oil 
Company. It alleges that on Decem- 
ber 31, 1906, the Amalgamated com- 
pany, to which this contract had been 
assigned, refused to supply oil, thereby 
forcing the gas and electric company 
to purchase in the open mariet at an 
excéss over the stipulated contract 


price. 

It is allewed thet the breaking of the 
contract was due in part to the de- 
fendant’s large outstanding contracts, 
and also to an advance in prices. 

The Amalgamated admits that it re- 


fused to supply oll, but says that when 
the contract was made the plainti® 
knew that its oll contained sulphur, 
which made it necessary to purify it, 
and agreed to erect suitable purifiers, 
but thet in December, 1905, the plain- 


tify notified the defendant that it would 
refuse to accept oil having more than 
1% per cent. of sulphur. It is alleged 
also that if the defendant had erected 
proper purifiers the oll could have 
been ysed without trouble. 

It ts asserted a new contract was 
made by which 120,000 barreis of Cen- 
tral ofl were to be furnished to the 
plaintiff, subject to the proviafon of 
a low sulphur content, “This of] was 
furnished, but in February, 1905, as a 
result of further differences, it is al- 
leged that the plaintiff broke the terms 
of the contract by purchasing oil of 
other rties and that for this reason 
the defendant refused to keep its part 
of the contract. 

The defense yesterday moved for a 
non-suit and the court took this mo- 
gion under advisement.

In 1820 the savings banks of the United States 
held $1,138,576. This was a poor country then 
compared with now. The amount was only an 
average of 12 cents for the population of that time. 
That amount of average economy was very small. 

Now the people of this country have $3,690,- 
878,945 in savings banks. This is an average for 
the whole population of this time of over $42. The 
actual itors have an average of $429 to their 
credit. In 1820 only 8635 persons in the country 
were rich enough to have a savings bank account. 
Now there are 8,588,811. 

When James Buchanan, the last Democratic Pres- 
ident in a_ long line, went into office, there was 
about $100,000,000 in the savings banks of the 
United States. By 1870, after fighting out the 
great war, the people, under Republican rule for 
twenty years, had $550,000,000 in the savings 
When the next Democratic President took his seat in 
1883, the savings of the people had passed the bil- 
lion point.

ITY CHARTER PATCHING. 
The Times never advised any official to violate 
his oath of office or the law. Another thing—The 
Times knows that a law is a law, whether it is in 


‘the Constitution, where it ought not to be, or in the 


code, where it belongs. Again, a law may be in the 
constitution of a State, where details should not be, 
and yet be unconstitutional’ when measured by the 
Constitution of the United States, with which all 
laws, properly organic, improperly so, or in the code 
must conform. Once more, no mandate can restrain 
any official or official body from appealing a ques- 
tion to the court if there is doubt as to its being con- 
stitutional. To appeal a case to the court is not a 
violation of law, excepting in the minds of half- 
baked Populists and red-eyed socialists, who try to 
set up mobocracy in spite of the safeguards of the 
Constitution of the United States. 

With these fundamental principles laid down, we 
again insist that this is not the time to try to patch 
up the old, worn-out, inadequate, bungling, contra- 
dictory city charter. This legal structure is no 


more worth saving than a $50 shack where a ten- , 


story Class A building is to be put up. The old city 
charter should be cast into the rubbish heap and a 
new one written from title page to colophon. The 
work should be done by a body of men broad enough 
and learned enough to give the city an organic law 
which will meet the exigencies of the present and of 
the immediate future. There should be no undue 


haste about this business. We are getting along 


rather lamely with what we have, but we are man- 
aging to get along. To stick a few more patches of 
other old notions on it will not mend it. 

There is one feature of the fantastic patchwork 
proposed which ought to be defeated and will be 
defeated. Among other notions is one whose pur- 
pose is to disfranchise, so far as the city govern- 
ment goes, a large portion of the people. The self- 
appointed champions of. the “people’s rights” are in 
a hypocritical conspiracy to deprive a large portion 
of the people, the plain people of the city, of their 
rights and to pass the government over to the silk- 
stocking politicians to put in force all their narrow 
fads and selfish schemes. 

The faddists’ panacea for all ills is the election 
of the whole City Council at large. This is a blow 
aimed directly at the rights of the plain people. The 
aim is to deprive the people of the Second and Ninth 
Wards of an even chance for representation, and 
those of the Sixth and Eighth of all chance. Ac- 
cording to the faddists’ proposition, these plain 
people are to be misrepresented by the silk-stocking 
politicians with political ambitions to gratify and 
personal axes to grind. Nine Councilmen-at-large, 
all to be selected by our clique, wards to be unrep- 
resented, we-uns to be represented, say they. Oh, yes! 
But the plain people in all the wards will vote in a 
solid body against such a monstrous propositjon. 
Such a charter amendment will certainly fail at the 
polls. 

We do not forget the inherent weakness in the 
ward plan of representation and the temptation for 
a ward Councilman to look out only for his constitu- 
ents, not for the just interests of all. But to remedy 
this evil it is not necessary to rob the people of the 
industrial wards of all voice in the city government. 
Let the ward representation stand as it is and add 
six Councilmen-at-large to the body, these to be 
elected without reference to ward limits. 

Do this and then do away with commissions of all 
kinds, and let the fifteen Councilmen devote their 
whole time to the business of the city. Divide them 
into committees and give them authority over the 
streets, public works and other branches of the 
city’s business. It might be well to create two 
branches in the Council, one to act as a check on 
the other. 

In fact, when we sit down to take a calm survey 
of the situation, a multitude of considerations rise 
up before the mind. There are so many things to 
think of in making a new charter that the conclu- 
sion is inevitable that time will be necessary, that a 
broadly-selected commission of freeholders should 
be created, the whole subject carefully investigated, 
the fullest publicity and chance for amendment and 
improvement given to all things proposed, and a 
charter thus made which will meet the needs of the 
city. 

How ridiculous it is that, any committee, or so- 
ciety, or clique, no matter how appointed, how con- 
stituted, or who boSses it, should offer a batch of 
hotions to be voted on before they have been prop- 
erly weighed, debated and amended and the people 
given an opportunity to learn what their scope and 
aim is, through the press. 

Go slowly. Let us have a completely new charter. 
Let it be built right, be discussed fully and adopted 
intelligently.

“EXPRESSLET” PUT IN SYMES’ HOLE 


By an Ohio Journalist Now in Los Angeles, Who 
Confounds Earl's Dishonest Sheet With Cold 
Facts as to Direct Legisiation’s Fail- 
ures in Taft’s State. 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 15.—[To the Editor of 
The Times:] The Express of the 14th inst., in an 
illuminating editorial, under the heading “Symmes’s 
Hole” [assuming to correct The Times,} has the 
fcllowing on the subject of the initiative and refer- 
endum in Ohio: 7 

Nevertheless and notwithstanding, as Senator 

Vest .was wont cheerfully to say under circum- 
stances of discouragement, the Republican Legis- 
lature of Taft's own State, Ohio, by an over 
whelming vote, submits a referendum clause to the 
voters of that State at the November election, 
and the same day that witnesses Taft's success 
shall «ee that clause added to the State Consti- 
tution. 

With two important exceptions, the above state- 
ment is true: the first is, the last Legislature of 
Ohio was not Republican; the second is, no initia- 
tive and referendum addition to the Ohio constitu- 
tion is pending, to be voted on at the coming Novem- 
ber election. 

In the Assembly that adjourned on the 4th of 
May, last, the Democrats had the Senate by a ma- 
een of one—nineteen to eighteen—the House was 

publican by a majority of two votes. The fact 
is, the parties were so evenly divided that neither 
rtisan legislation. 

The story of the effort to engraft the initiative 
and referendum upon the constitution of Ohio cov- 
ers a half-dozen years; but so far as indorsement 
by either of the leading parties in Ohio is con- 
cerned, it has been confined entirely te the Demo- 
crats. The agitation for the adoption of such an 
article began with the Bryan wing of the party in 
that State as far away as 1896, and the scheme 
was indorsed by the Democrats in a number of their 
State conventions, but never by the Republicans. 

The first open effort to secure such a change in 
the constitution was made during the first session 
of the Seventy-seventh Assembly in 1906, when 
Senator Atwell of Licking county, and a Repubii- 
can, introduced an amendment to the constitution 
providing for the initiative and referendum in the 
matter of legislation. Every Democrat, although 
protesting against the innovation, voted for the At- 
well resolution, and in addition the following Re- 

ublicans: Messrs. Atwell, Brandt,“Duvall, Pollock, 
wyer and Rathburn—making twenty-five votes 


resolution was messaged to the House, where it 
hung until adjournment of the Assembly in April, 


1906. 

In January, 1908, at the second session, Senator 
Atwell reintroduced his resolution, and for a sec- 
ond time it passed the Senate. Weeks were devoted 
to its consideration in committee and on the floor 
of the House. Party lines were not drawn in the 
debate. The most bitter antagonists of the fad were 
to be found among the Democrats; among its most 
sincere advocates were to be seen straight Repub- 
licans. As it finally passed the House, the Atwell 
resolution was amended, changing the per cent. of 
petitioners nécessary to initiate or reject legi 
already made a law by the Assembly from 5 to 10, 
and the measure was sent back to the Senate for its 
indorsement of the mange The action of the House 
was vigorously opposed by Rev. Herbert Bigelow of 
Cincinnati (who was at the head of the initiative 
and referendum lobby, and president of the Direct 
Legislation League in Ohio, that had made a strong 
‘campaign for the change and _ secured the ante- 
election promise of a majority of the Senators and 
Representatives in favor of the adoption of the 
resolution,) and when the change was made, the 
Bigelow lobby that had swarmed about the halls of 
the Assembly deserted it, declaring that if they 
could not get what they wanted ey would not 
stand for the proposition as amended by the House. 
So there the matter rested. 

In the closing hours of the Senate an effort was 
made to secure the passage of the Wertz bill that 
had gone through the House, applying the principles 
of the initiative and referendum te municipal nmt- 
ters, and, if my memory serves me correctly, the 
bill got less than a dozen votes. As the fad had 
been thrashed out completely during the session 
and more light was secured upon the practical 
workings of the initiative and referendum, both par- 
ties (except a handful of radical impracticables) 
fought shy of it, and it lost strength and prestige 
with every day of the session. 

The story of the initiative and referendum in 
Ohio is a long one, but it received its body blow at 
the session of the last Republican State Convention,

DEMAND IN EXCESS PrROoDUC- 
TION AT SAN JACINTO. 


Twenty-five More Ranchers Are 
Required to Properly Supply the 
Present Market-—Special Agents 
and Marshals Will Keep Close 
Watch on Soboba indians. 


SAN JACINTO, Sept. 15.—The dairy 
business is fast becoming the chief 
industry of this section. The acreage 
devoted to alfalfa growing is constant- 
ly on the increase and dairymen con- 
tinue to add to their hefds. Still the 
increase in production is not equal to 
the demand. The two creameries and 
the cheese factory report that they 
cannot. keep up with their orders, and 
this in face of the fact that they are 
offering four cents a pound more for 
butter fat than is quoted by the Los 
Angeles Board of Trace. At least 
twenty-five more dairymen are re- 
quired in San Jacinto to properly sup- 
ply the present demand. To partly 
meet it the San Jacinto Cheese Com-

ve| SAN DIEGO TO IGNORE ORDERS 


AS TO VACCINATION. 


School Trustees Take the Stand 
That Their Authority Ig Usurped 
by Such Instructions — Radical 
Amendments to City Charter Will 
Be Submitted to Vote of People. 


SAN DIEGO, Sept. 15.—The Board of 
Education defies the State Board of 
Health in unanimously voting to ignore 
an order from the secretary of the lat- 
ter, directing that the State health 
laws in relation to vaccination be en- 
forced. 

The local board takes the stand that 
the State body usurps its authority in 
making such an order. School is 

ne here without any atten- 
tion being paid to orders of the health 
authorities. and there is a large in- 
crease in attendance. 

Members of the Board of Education 
profess to have received advice from 
eminent authority that the State health 
law is not Intended to be enfaerced ex- 
cept in cases of extreme emergency, 
and as there is no occasion for any 
such step here, the board will continue 
to ignore orders. 

It has also instructed its Judiciary 
Committee to find out who ts respon- 
sible for bringing about the vaccina- 
tion agitation; also it has Instructed 
the same committee to ascertain if the 
District Attorney is not paid to protect 
the Board of Education, as well as the 
County Health Board. 

It is claimed that the Board of E4u- 
cation takes its stand on the strength 
of a letter written to County School 
Superintendent Hugh J. Baldwin in 
1906, relative to his veto of the vaccina- 
tion law, which states that it was never 
intended to dismiss unvaccinated pu- 
| from the public schools of the 

tate. 


WILL AMEND CHARTER. 


The Common Council last night 
adopted a rough draft of proposed 
changes to the city charter, which will 
be submitted to the voters in the near 
future. Although the subcommittee ap- 
pointed by the Mayor a short time ago 
recommended that the charter amend- 
ment proposition be dropped until. af- 
ter the general election, the regular 
committee of the Council toek a differ- 
ent view, and last night submitted an 
outline of what it proposes to recom- 
mend. The principal change suggested 
is the merging of all departments into 
one body to be known as the Coun- 
cil, whose members, five in number, 
will receive $2500 per annum, and each 
will be required to give $5000 bond: 
that the Board of Education consist 
of five members, who are to be paid $50 
per month, and that the Mayor be paid 
a salary of $2400 a year. It is recom- 
mended that the Des Moines plan of 
conducting elections be followed. If 
the revisions are adopted all commis- 
sions and boards new in force will be 
abolished.

Instead of being granted his request 
for additional help, City Auditor Pot- 
ter received a severe rebuke at the 
hands of Counctiman MeNeill for al- 
leged neglect of duty on the part of 
his clerks, et the Common Council 
meeting iast night. A committee was 
directed to investigate the charges. 
McNeill charged that the clerks take 
their time about coming te work; that 
a number frequently do appear at 
their desks until 9 o’eloek in the morn- 
ing when the regular reporting time !s 
8 o'clock, and that frequentiy they 
leave before 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon.

President Gunsaulus of Armour Insti- 
tute Expresses Opinion of Student 
Body Disturbances.

Y.W.C.A. COOKING SCHOOL HAS 
A KNOWING HEAD. 


Knows Men Don't Like Cafeterias 
end Advises Girls to Learn the 
Making Not Only of Healthy Dishes” 
But Also of Pretty Ones—Model 
Kitchen. 


It makes the cheese on the macaroni! 
melt in your mouth to talk to the en- 
thuslastic little woman who presides 
wver the cooking school at the Young 
Women's Christian Association. 

Mrs, C. E. Pearce is a crank on the 
subject of preparing dishes, and she 
freely admits it. When the associa- 
tion was a smaller’ affair than it is 
today, she was at the head of its do- 
mestic science department. One day 
the head of Boston's most famous cook- 
ing school came to Los angeles to 
spend a vacation, met charming Mrs. 
Pearce, and took her back to Boston, 
where, for three years, she was one 
of the ablest instructors. 

When the Los Angeles association 
was ready to take possession of its 
new building, the managers induced 
Mrs. Pearce to return to this city. She 
said, yesterday: 

“Well, I like to cook, but I must say 
that the esthetic side appeals to me. I 
like pretty things, and I think things 
taste better if they're pretty, but I 
confess I am a perfect crank on cof- 
fee, and the first lessons we give are 
in coffee-making. 

“We have the equipment here, and 
Wwe want to make this the very best 
department of its kind on the Pacific 
Coast. Oh, the people who live at cafe- 
terias! I do not believe men like them. 

“We consider it so essential for giris 
to learn to cook. It must be learned: 
it can’t be just picked up. There are, 
of course, natural cooks, and there are 
old southern ‘mammies’ who are splen- 
did cooks, but the delicacy of cooking 
must be learned. We can teach new 
ways to women who have cooked for 
many years. 

“Every pupil, I am sure, teaches me 
something. @ would be delighted to 
have expert cooks, both men gnd 
women, come and demonstrate tous 
dishes that they consider particularly 


fine. 

“In the Boston school we used to 
have lessons in ‘popular dishes from 
famous chefs for men,” and do you 


’ know, the women just flocked to them, 


and they always wanted to know if 
there was cayenne pepper in them. Oh, 
yes, all men like red pepper. 

“T_ always try to make the school 
attractive, and then people go away 
Pleased. It is not necessary in our 
Classes to teach so much about the 
preparation of the common foods as 
about the scientific preparation of del- 
icacies, and how to make things with- 
out waste. If girls learn nothing more 
than to avoid waste, they will be well 
repaid for attending. 

“When I went East people asked me: 
‘Have you brought any famous Mex!i- 
can dishes?” Here we are more in 
search of the dainties provided by the 
great hotels and famous restaurants 


of the eastern cities. 


“We have tried to make our kitchen 
as much as possible like a home kitch- 
en, with everything sanitary and up- 
to-date. 

“We will give special attention to the 
preparation of foods for the sick, and 
I am very desirous of getting hold of 
the nurses of the city. I] have seen so 
many frail children suffer and die just 
because their foods were not properly 
prepared. It.is a matter in which I 
am deeply interested.”
